whole world, it cannot be said that 
Cumbrians are as ‘race minded’ as 
are those living in Northumberland, 
Durham and Yorks.

America must move with the tide, 
must throw aside its selfish whims and fancies. There is no longer room 


in this country for such homilies as pleasant fireside chats, the philosophy 


of controlled agriculture, for debts and doles, for politics and economic 


philanderings in the budget. This country is up against the wall and the 


sooner the people of the United States realize its plight, the quicker Amer- 


ica will have a fighting chance to pull itself out by its boot straps. 

Germany spent twenty billion dollars and took ten years to develop an 
army that may or may not defeat the greatest Empire that the world has 
seen If this Empire falls, America must be prepared to meet this new 
force, not in ten years, but at any time. Where are our twenty billions and 
the necessary time coming from to make America safe enough so that she

Horse Show News 


Around New York 


The West Point Horse Show Assn. 
is making every possible attempt to 
encourage civilian exhibitors.Every- 
thing possible is being done that 
these will enjoy themselves. The 
West Point show ring is 180 yards 
long and 70 yards wide, much larger 
than average, which allows courses 
that are true Hunter tests to be set 
up inside the ring. 

These courses are practical and 
details of them are in the prize list, 
so that everyone will know what they 
are going to be required to jump. 
Two new classes have been added 
for Conformation Hunters and one 
for Working Hunters, bringing the 
total to 15, and a very interesting 
series of tests for Working Hunters 
is included. Of the four classes in 
this Division one is for horses who 
have not won more than three rib- 
bons in Conformation Hunter classes, 
and another requires riders to dis- 
mount and lead over a fence. 

Glendhu Farm has offered a Chal- 
lenge Trophy for the Championship, 
but besides qualifying to show in 
this class the Judges may require the 
horses to prove that they are not 
whip-shy, that they will stand while 
the riders dismount, and that they 
move well at walk, trot, canter and 
gallop. The dates, June 5-6, which 
fall on Wednesday and Thursday, 
fit in with the famous June Week 
at the Academy, but when combined 
with Friday and Saturday at nearby 
Tuxedo, they make up what practic- 
ally amounts to a_ four-day show 
with a change of location. Entries 
close May 29th, with Major Marion 
Carson, West Point. 

Twenty of Tuxedo’s 51. classes 
on the 7th and 8th of June are for 
Hunters, and 12 of them, counting 
three Military classes, are for Jum- 
pers. These include $250 Stakes in

On the 
last round Sonny tried, but = al 
though his impetus carried him clean 
over the 4th he left a rail off of the 
3rd, so Socks, clearing it this time, 
won. 

Socks is a saddle-bred horse with 
an unsually fine, attractive head 
Like most open horses, he has de- 
veloped certain chaxacteristics, and 
the more difficult the jumps become 
the more apt he is to strike out with 
his hind legs, for no apparent reason 
at all, as he eases around the end of 
the ring, It is doubtful if anyone 
knows how Sonny is bred. He is a 
round, bouncing pony type, but he 
gets there all the same.

Truth Will Out

Dr. Sir: 

I ain’t no story-book writer, but I 
b’lieve in spreadin’ the truth. Me 
Anty on Pap’s side was relationed to 
Abe Buzzard, who for quite a spell 
lingered around the Welsh Moun- 
tains, and while our kin has its 
weaknesses, not tellin’ the truth 
under presure ain’t one of ‘em. 

Some weeks back, me cousin on 
Mom’s side, on his way to Gap, seen 
a paper stickin’ out of a letter box, 
just a little after sunset, and con- 
cludin’ that it might have sumpin’ 
in it what he wanted and the owner 
of the letter box didn’t, pulled it 
out and carried it on with him. It 
was called The Chronic, so his sis 
said. He didn’t find much that he 
wanted, but she read me a story in 
it about a half red and grey fox that 
some Frankfurter Mountain Hunt 
was a-talkin’ about, and a couple of 
natural fellows, one called Bold Eli 
and the other, Sam Woolbige, who 
said there wern’t no such critter, and 
that the Mountain Boys didn’t know 
what they was a-talkin’ about. 

Well, I'm a mountain man from 
the Little Welsh Range, and Eli and 
Woolbige is wrong again, as all 
swamp angles is ever since they cal- 
led them little squeaky things in 
early spring-—frogs, and the Frank- 
furter Boys is right. Truth is truth, 
as Anty tuzzard always allowed, 
and was bound to come out. 

For years we hunted a half red 
and half grey fox with as good dogs 
as Eli and Woolbige ever seen, which 
run a’tween Devel’s Woodyard and 
the slab pile some six miles, for three 
seasons, and I seen him many a 
mornin’ as the sun was comin’ up, 
come down out of the mountain and 
head across the bottom for the slab 
pile. He was bright red on his right 
side, and dark grey on his left. On 
his right side, his eye and ear and 
tongue was red; so was his legs and 
brush. On his left side, his eye, ear, 
tongue and brush was gray, and also 
his legs. When the dogs got to push- 
in’ him, he’d run fastest with his red 
legs on the right side, and his gray 
ones on the left kinda hung down 
and dangled, ‘cause they couldn't 
keep up with his red legs. When he 
got sorta tired, he’d climb a tree to 
get his wind; he done all his climbin’ 
with his gray legs and the right legs 
kinda hung down and dangled; and 
in that way he'd rest one side while 
he was a-usin’ of the other and would 
keep a-goin’ from daylight till dark 
if your dogs was good ‘nough, which 
I ain’t never seen on swamp dogs 
that was. 

This here fox bred up in our 
mountains and you could see a lot of 
them after that when the mountain 
dew was on and runnin’. We finally 
ketched this old bore fox through 
accident only. One day we'd been 
runnin’ ‘most all day, and Charlie 
Zingerfest who was settin’ on a 
stump at the edge of a greenbriar 
patch in the sun, eatin’ a raw scrap- 
ple sandwich with ketchup on it, 
which was red on one side and gray 
on the other, sorta dozin’ like, felt

I have followed with profound 
interest the controversies raging dur- 
ing the past sixty days amongst the 
learned biologists and horsemen con- 
tributing to your “Letter to the 
Editor’ Col., ((apparently conducted 
by Alice in Wonderland), on the 
subjects of red and grey foxes, and 
the thoroughbred hunters vs. the 
half-bred. Lest 
questions should flag, I would like 


interest on these 


to say a few words. Almost forty 
years of hunting around and much 
foreign travel, coupled with a fine 
natural erudition, qualify me_ to 


speak on these matters. 


The cross fox as everyone knows 
is a “sport” of the common red fox 
(vulpes) and a poor sport at that. 
And the cross fox is a cross, dis- 
agreeable animal at best, but when 
crossed on the old mountain sour- 
puss, (felis vinegaris), the result- 
ing progeny may well be termed 
ferocious, often attacking a pack of 
Hounds without provocation; and 
in fact, near Orlean a few weeks ago 
one of these attacked and severly bit 
a Boy Scout, whose life was saved 
through a blood transfusion from a 
Girl Seout. 

It is well known that a red fox will 
readily interbreed with the giant fly- 





led, and it pulled, and they fit, 
seratched and jounced each = other 
about there until Charlie outdid the 
old red and gray fox. He’d never 
been kitched or handled fore, but 
either the sandwich or Charlie’s fin- 
ger killed him.

The result of this mating is a bright, 
vivacious little animal, which can 
both run and fly. When really pres- 
sed by Hounds, instead of going to 
ground, they soar away for a mile or 
two on noiseless wings. Then you 
loose a brace of falcons and con- 
tinue the chase. 

Many and many a mile have I 
galloped through the banana groves 
and across the rice paddies of North- 
ern Mindanao after this quarry, rid- 
ing one of those tough little native 
ponies, (equus minimus), and with 
a hooded falcon or two perched on 
my right wrist. I was often ac- 
companied by the eminent biologist 
and ethnologist, Professor Pinhead, 
(one of the Eastern Shore Pinheads), 
whose book, “Hunting the Ding-Bat 
with Hound, Horn, and Gerfalcon,” 
is now a sporting classic. Those were 
the good old days, gone, never to 
return. 

And now just a word on the horse 
question. For hunting and racing, 
there is nothing to compare with the 
hybrid produced by breeding a half- 
bred hunter gelding, (equus impos- 
sibilis), to a mare-mule, (mulus). 


I would like to go on record as 
saying “There is nothing The Thor- 
oughbred Horse can do that this 
Hybrid can’t do better’. This cross 
is what experienced breeders call a 
“real nick,” or a ‘“‘natural’’,—and 
the reason is clear. From the sire’s 
side come the size, bone, and sub- 
stance so characteristic of the half- 
bred gelding; from the dam’s side, 
the hardihood, endurance, and fe- 
cundity characteristic of the mule 
together with speed, for as we all 
know, the mare-mule’s sire was a 
donky, or domestic ass, which, ac- 
cording to Capt. M. H. Hayes in his 


“Points of the Horse,’’ is descended 
from the Nubian wild ass, and de- 
scribing the latter, Capt. Hayes 
states:—-and so fleet and enduring 
that—it cannot be overtaken even 
by a well mounted horseman”’. 

Should the U. S. Department of 
Biology be unable to confirm the 
value of this cross between the half- 
bred gelding and the mare-mule, I 
would suggest writing to one of the 
bright boys in the State Department- 

that would settle it for all time.
